Man at Hospital Identified 
by Several as Atlantan, 
Doctors Assert. j 


A rift appeared Thursday night 
in the cloud of mystery surround- 
ing the identity of a man who was 
found probably fatally poisoned ina 
room at the Princeton hotel early 
Thursday morning. 

Doctors at Grady hospital, where 
the man is a patient, -declared 
Thursday night that they know the 
man to bé -E. H. Busse, lately of 
202 Washington street, and said 
that a man who said. he 
was the poisoned man’s brother, 
and several women appeared at the 
hospital and said the man was 
Busse, 

The nature of the poison to which 
Busse fell victim has yet been ‘un- 
determined. 

The man was registered at the’ 
hotel as J.:T. Williams, of Macon, 
Ga., but réports from Macon say 
no such man is known there and 
that postoffice authorities have 
been unabdle to bring their investi- 
gations to a successful conclusion. 

Some consternation was 
when reports were circulated that 
documents of credit from the Brit- 
ish government were found on the 
man. Persons, who are said to have 
idertified the man at Grady hos- 
pital, discounted these reports. Po- 
lice and hospital authorities were 
unable to verify the reported find. 

Attention was called to the prob- 
ability of the man'’being Busse, by 
the finding of a letter in his cloth- 
ing addressed -to a man of that 
name.

son was accepted, — 

Dr. Matheson will issue to the pa- 
pers of the state on Sunday an au- 
thoritative statement setting forth 
the reason why he is leaving Geor- 


gia Tech and accepting the position ! 


tendered him, said Governor Harris. 
He was asked as to the real reason 
for Dr. Matheson’s resignation, “I 
wouldn't like to anticipate Dr. Math- 
eson,” he responded. “It will come 
out Sunday. I might say, however, 
that it was not because of failure 
on the part of. trustees to provide 
money. The trustees met every con- 
dition, and not only did organiza- 
tions and individuals in the city of 
Atlanta offer money, but I believe 
the ‘city and county governments 
would have made it up.” 


Formally Accepts. 

Philadelphia, October 6.—Dr. Ken- 
neth G. Matheson, presidegt of Geor- 
gia College of Technology, has ac- 
cepted the presidency of Drexel in- 
stitute in this city, it was formally 
announced today.

Senate. Chiefs Agree on 
Tentative Program of 
Changes Devised to 


Unify Party. 


Washington, October 6.—Repub- 
lican senate leaders in a series of 
conferences today agreed upon a 
tentative tax revision program 
which they believe will close the 
principal ‘gap within their party 
ranks in the senate and at the same 
time prove acceptable to the repub- 
licans in thé house of representa- 
tives, 

Main points in the program are 
an increase in the maximum sur- 
tax fate froth 32 per cent to 60 per, 
cent and repeal of ‘the tax on} 
freight, passenger and Pullmas 
transportation. In addition it is: 
proposed to repeal the $2,000 exemp-

The senator acted on information 
given him by Putnam county farm- 
ers and merchants. that the crop 
seemed to be about 2 per cent of a 
normal yield of 15,000 bales, and 
these letters have beén presented to 
Secretary Wallace. They report only 
nine bales of néw cotton marketed 
thus far. The Putnam county peo- 
ple think that the abnormal dam- 
age is not common, and they want 
an investigation so as.to give the 
farmers information about the only 
crop which they have been raising. 

Secretary Waliace promised Sena- 
tor Harris that he would go into the 
matter, and advise what could -be 
done, although funds were very 
limited to carry on weak outside of 
the present plans.

Chief among the recommenda- 
tions is that the governor of tne 
canal zone be directed “not to make 
agreements or UNnuecrstandings with 
the canal employees or any class 
thereof, for any period of time, but 
that the wages be periodically ad- 
justed ‘in accordance with the law, 
which bases the canal wages on 
the pay of similar employees in the 
government service in the United 
States,” and that the governor shall 
“not deal with labor organizations 
as organizations, but shall deal 
with committees of employees.” 

“It is further’ recommended,” the 
report says, “‘that the open shop 
principle be actually put into effect 
on the isthmus and that in al? de- 
partments a substantial proportion 
of hon-union men be employed.” 

In another section, the document 
asserts that the “open shop” policy 
“in theory, is followed on the canal, 
but in some departments it is only 
a theory, and the employees are 
completely unionized.”
